Thanks for the great post on 450 ohm ladder line feedlength. I'ma 
fairly recent convert to ladder line and feed both a delta loop and an 
132 Off-Center-Fed Dipole (separately, of course) with 450 ladder line. 
I've been using a SuperTee antenna tuner and I get out well on 40, but 
the OFC Dipole really works gangbusters on 20 meters, been getting lots 
of 579 to 599 reports in the recent contests. 


I have your LadderLizard and am waiting to get my old Heathkit 101 
repaired to run a 100 watts into it to check out my feedline Imax 
points. All my other rigs are qrp and max out at 5 watts, so I assume 
they won't work with the lizard. 


A question I have is whether the lengths you gave for the dipole in your 
post would apply to an OFC dipole. It is a 1/4 wave on one end and 3/4 
wave for 40 meters on the other. I'm assuming but have not measured and 
don't know whether the antenna feed point impedance is different for an 
OFC than for a balanced dipole. Can you refer me to any reading on 
this? It will be a moot point once I get the 'Lizard' fired up and can 
do the actually readings with feedline and antenna in place...same for 
the delta loop. 


Have you done any of this work using a delta loop? Just curious. I'll 
send you my results once I get it measured. My delta loop is in a weird 
inverted-delta-loop-sloper type of configuration. I feed it at one of 
the upper corners and it tilts down and to one side with unequal leg 
lengths, but I get great signal reports from the West and Southwest, 
lots of 559 to 599 reports. 


Again, thanks for all the great work on the feed line lengths for ladder 
line. Tis much appreciated.

Yes, Brad. It is very common, and frustrating, to find people hear you better 
than you hear them. That is the norm for me. 


My theory is that everyone lives in a lower noise area than I do, so have more 
Signal left above the noise level than at my QTH. 


I've done a lot of experimenting with low noise receiving antennas to see if I 
can equalize things a bit, and sometimes it does help. And sometimes it 
doesn't. There are some noises that are just plain killers. If they are short 
term, you just QRX. If long term, you go build something. 


If you ever wonder about about whether your receiver is quiet enough, and where 
all the noise is coming from, there is an old rule of thumb that works nicely at 
HF. 


If you disconnect your antenna from your receiver (or transceiver), and the 
noise drops, your receiver noise figure is as low as it needs to be. You may 
still hear residual, set-generated noise, but it will be overwhelmed by the 
ordinary ambient noise coming in through the antenna.

I have a little Pace SWR/Watt Meter that I picked up for $5 at a hamfest. 
It has 2 power ranges (10W and 100W), so I thought it would be an ideal 
unit to use with my 38s. It seemed intermittant, sometimes I would get 
good antenna readings, and other times (with no changes in tuner settings) 
I would get all kinds of erratic indications. I disconnected it, and 
discovered that the female contacts in the SO-239 connectors were a very 
loose fit on the male PL-259 plugs. Today, I replaced both SO-239's, and 
now it works fine. Since it's a stripline device, I was stuck with S0-239 
connectors, or I would have changed to something more reliable! 


The moral of the story: if you seem to be getting erratic performance 

with any piece of equipment, check the connectors and wire terminations 
first (after making sure you have the power turned on). From my 

experience, the interconnections are the source of most problems encountered 
in electrical and electronic systems.

Here's a posting that I did on the rec.radio.amateur.antenna 
that shows "magic" lengths of 450 ohm ladder-line to use with 
different wavelengths of HF antennas to achieve a good match at 
the hamshack. What makes this work so well is the average SWR 
on 450 ohm ladder-line is around 10:1. 450 divided by 10 gives 
an excellent match for 50 ohm coax and that is the purely 
resistive impedance at a current maximum (loop) which can be 
estimated from the following chart. 


The resonant point on an 

antenna system with a tuned feedline is the Imax point (current 
loop) on the transmission line which is the lowest purely resistive 
impedance anywhere up and down the line. The Imax point is a good 
place to feed an antenna system. So I have come up with the 
following chart that tells what length of transmission line is 
needed for certain length dipoles. The transmission line is 

assumed to be 450 ohms and the length is in WL and includes 

the 0.9 velocity factor, i.e. divide 886 by the frequency to 

get one wavelength of 450 ohm ladder-line.

This chart works for dipoles over 1.5 WL by subtracting 1.0 WL 
xxThis chart does not work for dipoles less than 0.5 WL*x« 


Here's an example: A 102 ft dipole is 0.78 WL on 40m. From the 
above chart, the feedline needs to be about 0.296 WL which is about 
36.4 £t. If that's too short add 1/2 WL. 36.4 + 61.5 = 97.9 ft. 
That length of 450 ohm ladder-line on 40m will get one close to a 
current loop, a good point to use a 1:1 current choke/balun and an 
antenna tuner. For most bands, a length of coax between the 1:1 
current choke/balun and the tuner will have a relatively low 50 

ohm SWR. 


Hope this is understandable. I think it's pretty powerful.

Hello, Justin 


Just read your post, and have a general comment for you. At present, most of 
the inexpensive kits offered are for QRP cw. There are maybe a couple that are 
SSB capable, such as the Cascade. I think it is sold by Wilderness Radio. 

By inexpensive, I'm arbitrarily saying less than $200. 


However, you may want to start visiting the ham flea markets that are held all 
over the country. There's probably one near you. Just post your location, and 
someone will let you know what's going on. There is lots of good used gear, 
often tube-based, that can be had for a relative song. Most of us started with 
used equipment, and in my case, World War II surplus at that! 


It's not a bad way to start, because if you screw something up with overeager 
tinkering, you aren't out a whole lot. Also, older gear is often easier to 
repair, because it is less complex than modern solid-state equipment. 


Once you gain some experience, and have a better idea of what aspects of our 
hobby appeal to you, then you can invest in more elaborate gear. 


As to antennas, almost anything will work. The trick is that some antennas work 
better than others, depending upon what you are trying to do and what kind of 
Space and supports you have available to work with. In general, start with 
simple wire antennas, as you have a learning curve to go through. It isn't 
difficult, no more than learning to drive. You just have to do it. 


The simplest antenna is a center fed dipole for a single band, say 40 meters. 

It would be approximately 66 feet long, and should be hung as high as you can 
get it. If you only have one high support, the ideal would be for it to support 
the center of the antenna with the wires sloping down to a lower height on 
either side. If the high support is at one end, then you just have to put up a 


sloping antenna. It will work fine, so don't let that be a worry point. At HF, 
in general, height is your friend, so get as much as you can. 


As you gain in experience, you will want to work more than one band, especially 
if you buy some used multiband equipment. The center-fed dipole can be used 
just fine on other bands with an antenna matching unit, called an antenna tuner. 
You use 300-ohm twinlead or 450-ohm open line for the feeder, running from the 
center of the antenna to the antenna tuner in the shack. 


This way, the feeder and antenna become one system which you match to your rig 
with the antenna tuner. This allows your equipment to always see a nice 50-ohm 
load, while the antenna+feedline combination may be anything but. 


Anyway, enough for now. Hope this helps get you started. I hope this turns out 
to be as much fun for you as it has for me. I've been a ham for 45 years now, 
and still run across fellows who have been at it much longer than me.

Assembly: 

The kit consists of a single-sided circuit board, all board 
mounted parts (18) and a connector for the inductor. The board 
although not solder masked or silked screened is easy to stuff 
and solder without solder bridges. The board fits well ina 

RS 270-221 case, and the inductor connector as well as a spring 
loaded connector for DVM probes (RS 274-315) can be hot glued to 
the outside of the case. I also added an LED in series with 

a 4.7k resistor (1.5ma draw) to easily determine when the unit 
is on. 


Calibration: 

The adapter is zeroed by placing a jumper across the inductor 
terminals and adjusting pot R1 for a reading of © on your DVM. 
The instructions advise to calibrate the low range with an 
inductor having a value of about 400uH. I used a 390uH inductor. 
I used a 4.7MH inductor for the high range. A 5MH is 
recommended. I had difficulty calibrating the high range pot, 
and had to add a 100k resistor in parallel with the 22k resistor 
R8 to bring the pot into range. I later did the same to the low 
range calibration pot. 


The natural tendancy after calibration is to pop in a few chokes 
and test their values. To do so, simply set the DVM (an analog 
meter is not recommended) to the 2v range and read the meter. 

On the Low range, a 10uH inductor will read .010. On the high 
range, a 100uH will read .010. The following are the values of 
inductors I used and the meter readings (multiple readings indicate 
multiple inductors): 


Value Reading 


390 390 (Calibration value) 
100 101.6 

15 17.6, 17.6, 17.5,17.8 

10 12 

6.8 8.8 

5.6 7.6,7.8 

4.7 6.3,6 


The readings, below 100uH were not within the spec of the inductors 
used (5%). The adapter seemed to have lots of difficulty measuring 
at the low end of its range. Calibrating it at a lower value (15uH 
for example), yielded only marginally better results, and prevented 
accurate measurements of higher value inductors. 


I had lots of fun building and packaging this kit. I had dissapointing 


results measuring low value inductors. Your milage may vary, etc.

Question 1: 


I am planning on building two dipoles, one 40m and one 30m, on one 
feedline. I know I can calculate the length based on the 468/F mHz 
formula, and expect a relatively low SWR on an individual basis, at 
least enough to protect the radio used to trim it. Does that 
formula still hold if you build two dipoles on the same feedline, 
i.e., out of 300 Ohm Ribbon cable or 450 ohm ladder line? I know 
there is some interaction -- which do you trim first, higher or 
lower freq. antenna? I'm asking primarily because I will use an MFJ 
on 40, and hope to use a 38special (when delivered) on 30, and need 
a fairly predictible SWR expectation to keep the precious smoke in 
the finals. 


Question 2: 


At one point in my life, when I had access to real estate, I used a 
"cage" dipole, cut for 80 meters. It mimics a thick conductor, I 
think mine was 10" or so diameter. Worked superb, and with a tuner, 
worked equally well on all bands. Seemed to provide a little better 
effeciency than a single wire dipole. 


In any event, over the past 5 years and 6 moves, I've lost my 
instructions on how to cut one. Anybody no the factor needed to 
convert antenna length based on a "“mimiced" thick conductor? 
Instructions for a cage dipole would be appreciated, or directions 
to same somewhere on the web.

A FOX BLASTER is a 33' aluminum mast on top of my roof, with a 
downward-sloping 90' wire from the top to another mast, and then to a 
point in my backyard. Unfortunately, the top wire slopes to the west, 
but that's geography. It's more or less an inverted L. The interesting 
part is that I lucked into an SGC-230 automatic tuner for a very good 
price, and this is mounted on the roof at the base of the mast. The 
tuner matches it on 160 meters and up (though I don't use it on 20 or 
above where I have a delta loop). Hopefully, this antenna will produce 
a certain amount of high-angle as well as low-angle radiation, and 
should be a much better fox-hunter on 40 meters than the vertical. Oh 
yes, I laid out eight 33' radials on the roof for a counteerpoise.

Quality TV ribbon, or better yet 450-ohm ladder line is the only way to go 
for a multiband vee, sloper, doublet, square or dipole. 


When you feed an antenna which is not 50 ohms at the feedpoint with (ugh!) 
50-ohm coax you get into a lot of problems and using a tuner at the end of 
that mess will only "fool" the transmitter and does nothing for loss and high 
SWR. Balanced lines (TV, ladder and open-air feeders) tolerate high vswr and 
have less RF loss. 


The lengths of the G5RV antenna are pretty good for use with tuners; the 
lengths provide a lower or "tamer" impedance on many ham bands for your 
balanced tuner to handle. 

You can also vary the feeder/flattop length combination to get something 
which works with your tuner over all bands. Some ham articles suggest 67 or 
135 foot lengths and these are "old hat" from the 1930's when finals were 
push-pull high-impedance; directly matched to the antenna. These lengths may 
be harder for some tuners to handle. 


If you are a diehard coax fan, you can use a single coax feeder on a "fan" 
vee or dipole. This antenna uses a 1/2 wave dipole for each band (ex: 7, 10, 


14 Mhz = 3 dipoles). The best shape for this antenna is probably a vee since 
the multiple dipoles can be used as guys for the mast. The problem with this 
antenna is the unsightliness of all the wires and that it is a pain to set up 
in the field.
